For  graduation  in  the  Piano  course  each  student  is  required  to  com- 
plete the  above  mentioned  course,  together  with  two  years  of  Harmony, 
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one  of  Musical  History,  and  the  literary  studies  required  of  all  music 
students.  Also  to  assist  in  the  Junior  program  during  the  Junior  year 
and  give  a  recital  at  the  close  of  the  Senior  year,  with  one  concerto  and 
as  many  solos  as  possible  memorized. 

For  those  who  wish  to  carry  their  work  to  a  great  degree  of  attain- 
ment, a  course  has  been  arranged  as  follows:

VOICE  COURSE 


'We  have  already  said,  if  possible,  every  one  should  learn  music; 
we  now  pronounce  our  opinion  more  specially,  that  every  one,  if  pos- 
sible, should  learn  to  sing.  Devotion  in  our  churches  becomes  more 
edifying;  our  popular  festivals  and  days  of  enjoyment  become  more 
animated;  our  social  meetings  more  lively  and  intellectually  joyful;  our 
whole  life,  in  short,  becomes  more  elevated  and  cheerful  by  the  spread 
of  the  love  of  song  and  the  power  of  singing  among  the  greatest  possible 
number  of  individuals.  Every  friend  of  music,  therefore,  should  sing; 
and  every  musician,  who  has  a  tolerable  voice,  should  be  master  of 
song  in  every  branch,"  says  Dr.  Bernhard  Marx. 

To  realize  this  mastery  of  song  special  attention  will  be  given  to  the 
establishment  of  correct  breathing  as  the  foundation  of  correct  singing.

Those  not  in  the  Music 
Department  may  become  members  by  paying  a  fee  of  one  dollar  per 
term,  which  will  admit  to  iwo  choruses.

The  system  taught  in  this  department  is  the  Graham-Pitman. 

This  branch  of  knowledge  offers  more  different  lucrative  positions 
than  any  other  one  branch.  Fifteen  years  ago  a  dozen  or  more  business 
establishments  in  each  of  the  principal  cities  employed  Shorthand  writers 
to  attend  to  their  correspondence.  At  the  present  time  every  mercantile 
house  of  any  prominence  gives  employment  to  from  one  to  ten  Stenog- 
raphers.

CREAL  SPRINGS  COLLEGE 


Is  a  school  for  all  the  people,  and  especially  for  the  young  men  and 
young  women  of  the  southern  counties  of  the  state.  Although  our  charter 
was  secured  by  a  board  of  Baptists,  and  although  obligation  to  carry 
forward  the  interests  of  the  school  rests  primarily  upon  Baptists,  never- 
theless, fromthe  first  the  school  has  been  a  college  of  equal  liberties  to 
people  of  all  religious  sects.

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one  of  Musical  History,  and  the  Literary  studies  required  of  all  music 
students.  Also  to  assist  in  the  Junior  program  during  the  Junior  year 
and  give  a  recital  at  the  close  of  the  Senior  year,  with  one  concerto  and 
as  many  solos  as  possible,  memorized. 

For  those  who  wish  to  carry  their  work  to  a  great  degree  of  attain- 
ment, a  course  has  been  arranged  as  follows:

Public  recitals  are  required,  annually  at  least, 
through  the  course  Upon  the  completion  of  this  course  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Music  is  conferred. 

VOICE    CULTURE. 

"We  have  already  said,  if  possible,  ever3r  one  should  learn  music; 
we  now  pronounce  our  opinion  more  specially,  that  everv  one,  if  pos- 
sible, should  learn  to  sing.  Devotion  in  our  churches  becomes  more 
edifying;  our  popular  festivals  and  days  of  enjoyment  become  more  an- 
imated; our  social  meetings  more  lively  and  intellectually  joyful;  our 
whole  life,  in  short,  becomes  more  elevated  and  cheerful  by  the  spread 
of  the  love  of  song  and  the  power  of  singing  among  the  greatest  possi- 
ble number  of  individuals.  Every  friend  of  music,  therefore,  should 
sing;  and  every  musician, who  has  a  tolerable  voice,  should  be  master 
of  song  in  every  branch,"  says  Bernhard  Marx. 

To  realize  this  mastery  of  song  special  attention  will  be  given  to 
the  establishment  of  correct  breathing  as  the  foundation  of  correct  sing- 
ing. Exercises  from  the  following  studies  will  be  selected  as  suits  the 
individual  need.

To  Students  of  the  College  three  departments  of  chorus  singing 
are  open:  a  mixed  chorus,  a  male  chorus  (Glee  Club),  and  a  ladies'  cho- 
rus (Mendelssohn  Club)  To  those  in  the  Music  Department  no  extra 
fee  is  charged  for  membership  in  the  choruses.  Those  not  in  the  Music 
Department  may  become  members  by  paying  a  fee  of  one  dollar  per 
term,  which  will  admit  to  two  choruses.

We,  the  undersigned,  G.  VA  •  Danbury,  W  S.  Blackman,  Calvin 
Allen,  G  S.  Smith,  T.  W\  Chamness,  W.  W.  Woodside,  Levi  Perrell, 
and  M  E  Chamness,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  desiring  to  ass  >oi- 
ate  ourselves  for  the  purpose  hereinafter  stated,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  forming  a  corporation  (not.  for  pecuniary  profit)  under  the  provis- 
ions of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  entitled 
'An  Act  Concerning  Corporations"  approved  April  18,  1872,  and  of 
the  several  acts  amendatory  thereof,  do  hereby  t'tate  and  certify  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit: 

Article  1.  The  name  by  which  said  corporation  shall  be  known 
in  law  is. 

CREAL  SPRINGS  COLLEGE  AND 

CONSERVATORY  OF  MUSIC. 

article  2.  The  location  of  the  College  and  Conservatory  of  Mu- 
sic to  be  established  by  said  corporation  shall  be  in  Creal  Springs,  in 
the  County  of  Williamson,  and  the  State  of  Illinois. 
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Article  3.     The  particular  objec!  for   which  s;ii<l   corporation 
is  formed    is   to   provide  for   thorough    and   extended    instruction 
in  all  branches  included,  at  present,  in  the  course   of  study  taught 
in    tlif   Oreal    Springs    Seminary,   and    such  other  and   additional 
branches  as  are  usually  included  in  the  curriculum  of  a  College;   to 
provide    for  and  to  offer  to  persons  of  both  sexes,  and    upon   equal 
terms,  opportunities  for  obtaining  a  thorough  and  complete  collegi- 
ate education;    to  maintain  a  course  of  Biblical  instruction;  to  pro- 
vide a    Music    Hall, and  furnish  instruments  and   instructors   for   a 
Conservator}*  of  Music,  the  same  to  include  the  grades    in    musical 
study  and  practice   taught,  at  present,  in  the  music   department  of 
('real  Springs   Seminary  and  such  other   and  additional  grades  as 
ai  e  usually  included  in  a  thorough  and  extended  course  of  musical  in- 
struction; to   provide   for    physical    training   and  development;  to 
provide  for  non-resident  pupils  who  may  avail  themselves  of  the  op- 
portunities offered  in  any  or   all   departments  of  said   College    and 
Conservatory  of  Music,  home  life,  whether  in  dormitories  or  private 
families}    that    shall   be   conducive   of   physical   healthfulness   and 
moral    security;     to    confer    diplomas,    degrees,    and    such    other 
honors  in  the  several  departments  as   are   usually   granted    by    like 
institutions;  to  receive,  hold,  invest,   and   disburse   for   educational 
purposes,  all  moneys  and  property    or    the    income    thereof,    which 
may  be  invested  in  or   intrusted   to   the   care   of    said    corporation, 
whether   by  gift,  grant,  bequest,  devise  or  otherwise;  to  fix  rates  of 
tuition  and  determine  the  qualifications  necessary  for  admission    to 
paid  College  aud  Conservatory  of  Music;    to    provide   a   studio,    in 
which  shall  be    taught .the  Ai  ts  of  drawing  and    painting;     to    pur- 
chase the  property  belonging  to  Creal    Springs  Seminary,   enlarge 
the  present  structure,  add  other  suitable  buildings,  equipments,  and 
libraries,  employ  teachers,  and  in  general,  to  do  any  and  all    things 
necessary  to  the  accomplishment  of  any  and  all  of  the  objects  named 
in  this  article. 

Article  4.     The   management   of  said  Corporation   shall    be 
vested  in  a  board  of    fifteen    Trustees,     who    shall    be   elected  as 

follows  : 
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At  the  first  annual  meeting,  there  shall  be  elected  fifteen  trustees. 
The  trustees  so  elected  shall,  at  their  meeting,  classify  themselves  by 
lot  into  three  classes  of  equal  number,  which  classes  shall  be  desig- 
nated as  the  first,  second,  and  third  class,  and  the  term  of  office  of  the 
first  class  shall  expire  at  the  second  annual  meeting,  and  the  terms  of 
office  of  the  other  classes  shall  expire  annually  thereafter  in  order  of 
their  number. 

At  each  annual  meeting  succeeding  the  first,  five  Trustees  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Trustees  by  ballot.  Vacancies  occurring  by  death, 
resignation,  removal  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired 
term  by  the  board  at  its  first  meeting  after  the  vacancy  occurs,  and 
the  members  shall  belong  to  the  class  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs. 

At  all  times,  two-thirds  of  the  Trustees  of  said  College  and  Con- 
servatory of  Music,  the  President,  and  heads  of  the  departments  in  the 
literary  course,  shall  be  members  of  regular  Baptist  churches.  This 
charter  shall  not  be  amended  or  changed  at  any  time  so  as  to  abro- 
gate or  modify  the  qualifications  of  two-thirds  of  the  Trustees,  the 
President,  and  the  heads  of  all  the  departments  in  the  literary  course; 
but  in  this  particular,  this  charter  shall  be  forever  unalterable. 

The  members  of  this  corporation  shall  consist  of  the  several  per- 
sons, who,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  acting  as  Trustees,  and  the3T 
shall  annually  elect  Trustees  to  fill  the  places  of  those  whose  terms 
of  office  shall  expire  at  the  annual  meeting.  Persons  not  members  of 
the  corporation,  shall  be  eligible  to  election  as  Trustees,  subject  only 
to  the  qualifications  hereinbefore  stated. 

The  Hoard  of  Trustees  may  make  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with 
the  terms  of  this  charter,  or  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of 
the  United  States,  for  the  government  and  control  of  said  corpora- 
tion and  of  its  several  departments,  and  for  the  proper  management 
of  all  the  offairs  of  said  corporation  and  of  its  several  departments, 
and  for  the  care  and  investment  of  all  moneys  and  property  belong- 
ing to  it,  or  given  or  intrusted  to  the  said  corporation  for  educa- 
i  ional  purposes. 
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Said  by-laws  shall  provide  for  annual  meetings,  the  iirst  of 
which  shall  be  held  on  the  (>th  day  of. June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-four

1894,  for  the  organization  of  Creal  Springs 
College  and  Conservatory  of  Music,  under  and  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  ''an  act  concerning  corporations,'  approved 
April  18,  1872,  and  in  force  July  1,  1872  and  all  acts  amendatory 
thereof,  a  copy  of  which  certificate  is  hereto  attached- 

Now,  therefore,  I,  William  H.  Hinrichsen,  Secretary  of
